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Evers and Inflammatory Diſlempers. 


O many Theories Have been form'd relative to 
Fevers, and ſo many various Methods: have been. 
ropos'd for their Cure, in different Ages of the 
World, that no Volume would' contain all that has been 
wrote upon theſe Subjects; and it has app unfor- 
tunately, that every Syſtem, however inconMent with 
common Senſe, and every Mode of Practice, however 
unſncceſsful, has nevertheleſs found its Patrons and De- 
fenders; undoubtedly becauſe under every Method, the 
ſpontaneous Recovery of thoſe Patients who have eſcap'd 
merely by the Force of Nature, has been frequently 
aſcrib'd to the Medicines exhibited, and the Regimen en- 

join'd, however unlikely both may have been to produce 
ſuch an Effect. If this was not the Caſe, Theories would 
expire in their Infancy for want cf Succeſs, and be never 
more heard of, unleſs ſome choice Genius ſhould happen 

to revive them in after Ages. For of all the Theories 
and Syſtems that have been invented, one only can be- 
right, and 'tis far from being agreed which that one is; 
and I am very certain, that Succeſs in the Cure of Diſ- 
tempers has not yet determined it; for if it had, that, it 

is reaſonable to think, would have prevail'd over the reſt. 
The Hippocratic Method of treating Fevers has been 
embrac'd by the moſt eminent Practitioners, and has 
this remarkable Circumſtance in its favour,” that if it 
ould happen to do the dh oa no Service, tis at leaſt 
| | , not 
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not ſo likely to be injurious as many others that have been 
fince in Vogue. Its great Author aſſerts, that 'tis Na. 
tafe which cares Diſtempers, by a Concoction of the Hu- 
mours ; by which he means their Preparation for a ſub. 
ſequent Diſcharge out of the Body, by ſome ſpontaneous 
Evacuation. This Diſcharge of Humours brought about 
by Nature, or, the vital Powers, is the Crifis ſo much 
celebrated by the antient Phyſicians, and fo little attended 
to by the Moderns, a very few only excepted. In conſe. 
quence of this Doctrine, a Phyfician was principally to 
watch the Motions of Natuze, by no means diſturbing her 
in her Operations of concocting and expelling the Hu. 
mours, by attempting any thing of Conſequence; whilſt 
he was only permitted to prevent, if poſſible, by a proper 
Regimen, thoſe Accidents which he foreſaw might hap. 
pen and prove dangerous; or to aſſiſt Nature by gentle 
means, to complete this critical Diſcharge when begun, 
provided her own Force was inſufficient for that ſalutary 
Purpoſe. | | | 5 

This Method, however rational, juſt, and preferable 
to moſt others ſince propos'd, is nevertheleſs liable to 
many Obj8tions ; for in purſuance hereof, there is but 
little room for a Phyſician to act; inſomuch that in vio- 
lent Diſorders, where the greateſt Aſſiſtance is wanted, 
the leaſt, or none at all, can be afforded. And if we 
judge of it by the Succeſs of its Author in thoſe Caſes, 
of which he has given us Hiſtories, we ſhall be inclin'd 
to entertain no great Opinion of it; for the Patients ge- 
nerally dy'd. Aſclepiades was ſo ſenſible of this, that he 
call'd ludicrouſly the Practice of his Predeceſſors 4 Medi- 
tation on Death. And it muſt be confeſſed, that a Phyſician 
thus confin'd bears too near a Reſemblance to the SpeQa- 
tor of a Tragedy, who ſpoils all if he attempts to in- 
teres. | 

This the illuſtrious Sydenham ſeems in ſome Meaſure 
to have underſtood, when in his latter Writings he recom- 
mends bleeding and purging as the moſt effectual Cure for 
Fevers; tho” it appears by his former Works, that his 
firſt Practice was form'd nearly upon the Model of that 
of Hippocrates, And Experience evinces, that more re- 
cover under the Treatment laſt propos'd by the above- 
mentior.'d Author, than under any other, and that in a 


Morter Time, and with much leſs Trouble to the Patient 
. provided 
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provided the Cure is attempted before the Diſeaſe has 
made too much Havock in the Conſtitution, and the 
Evacuations are conducted with Prudence, and carry'd on 
to a Point ſufficient to anſwer the End, and no further. 
But the Procraſtination of Patients, and the fatal Miſcon- 
duct of thoſe uſually firſt conſulted on theſe melancholy 
Occaſions, render it difficult for a Phyſician to practice 
this Method to any Advantage; becauſe he is ſeldom 
call'd upon till the Conſtitution is nearly ruin d, either by 
the Progreſs of the Diſtemper, or by Errors at that Time 
irretreivable. _This, however, is certain, that whatever 
be the Cauſe, many Patients miſcarry even under this 
Treatment, perhaps more than recover, if the Diſtemper 
riſes to a Degree any ways formidable. 

There is ſomething too ridiculous in many of the mo- 
dern Theories, and the Practices founded thereon, to de- 
ſerve Conſideration, IT muſt, however, juſt take Notice, 
that ſome have fancy'd a kind of Genius preſiding over the 
animal Oeconomy, that excites or allays Diſtempers, as 
it happens to be in a good or bad Humour. Others have 
diſcover'd a kind of Inflammation or Explohon of the 
animal Spirits ; others a latent Poiſon or Malignity in 
the ſame animal Spirits, the Blood, or wherever they 
pleas'd to fix it; whilſt others have unmercifully ſtig- 
matiz'd the Nerves, for Faults of which they are per- 

fectly innocent. And to ſuch equally abſurd and unin- 
telligible Cauſes, Fevers and all their Conſequences have 
been aſcrib'd. However theſe Theoriſts may differ as to 
the Cauſes of Fevers, they are pretty well agreed with 
reſpect to Practice; for moſt of them have been of Opi- 
nion, that the Inflammation of the animal Spirits was to 
be diſcuſs'd, that this latent Poiſon or Malignity was to 
be expell'd thro? the cutaneous Pores, or that the Nerves 
were to be warm'd and ſtimulated ; and all theſe Ends 
were to be anſwer'd hy heating Sudorifics, and warm Cor- 
dials, In conſequence of theſe Speculations, the Patient 
was to be confin'd to a warm Bed, in a hot Room, and was 
to take every third or fourth Hour, ſodorific Boles and 
Powders, with Draughts and Julaps, beſides, perhaps, 
cordial Drops in the Intervals But this Method is 
attended with greater Inconveniencies than any _ 
for the Patient very ſoon becomes exceſlively hot7thirſty- 
and reſtleſs, whilſt his Tongue grows every Hour ae —_—

times high colour'd and turbid, without any regular $e. f 
paration; and convulſive Twitchings and a Delirium, t 
frequently terminating in a Coma, or lethargic Diſpo- 
fition, clofe the laſt Scene, and the Patient's Eyes for A 
ever. And it makes no great Difference with reſpe& to E 
the Event, whether the Patient ſweats or not, except that t 
Sweats thus extorted deprive the Blood of its molt fluid P 
Part, which would otherwiſe dilute it, and render it more a 
eafily moveable thro” the Veſſels, and by theſe means are 


only ſerviceable, as they accelerate the Releaſe of the Pa. It 
tient from the triple Torture of his Diſtemper, the Me. t 
dicines and Bliſters, which laſt are uſually laid on with the P 
utmoſt Profuſion, in order to obviate or remove thoſe t] 


Symptoms which may ſometimes be inſeparable from 
the Diſorder, but are more frequently excited, or at leaf 
increaſed by the Treatment above mention'd. Tho 
I muſt confeſs, that ſome few are ſo happy in an unex- 
tinguiſhable Strength of Conſtitution, that they even at 
laft miraculouſly recover. 2 
I believe it will be allow'd, that in all natural Opera- 
tions a certain Degree of Heat is requir'd, to the Per- 
fection of the intended Production; and that an Exceſs 
or Deficiency of this neceſſary Heat, fruftrates the Inten- 
tions of Nature, and renders her Deſigns abortive. That 
this is the Caſe with Reſpect to the Seda of every 
Animal and every Vegetable upon the Face of the Earth, 
I need take no Pains to demonſtrate. But to come nearer 
the Point I have in view, ſkilful Surgeons obſerve, that 
Matter cannot be form'd in a Tumor, without a Degree 
of Heat ſufficient for the Purpoſe ; that a Defe& induces 
a Scirrhus or cold Tumor; a Redundance, a Mortitica 
tion. Hippocrutes and Sydenham ſeem to regulate their 
Practice by a parallel Syſtem. They were convinc'd, that 
a limited time, and a certain Degree of Heat, were ne- 
ceſſary to bring about a Concoction or Reſolution of the 
Humours which excited a Fever, and therefore employ d 
themſelves principally to regulate that Heat, and keep i 
up to ſuch à Standard, that, on the one hand, the vitil 
Powers might not languith, and leave the ſalutary Work 
of Concoction incomplete; and on the other, that the 
exorbitant Motion of the Humours might not injure au 
5 of the vital Parts, induce thoſe Symptoms, which are * 
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call d ſometimes malignant, ſometimes nervous, and de- 


ſtroy the Patient by an Exceſs of thoſe Means which Na- 
ture meant for his Relief. 85 5 
The Phyſician, therefore, who ſhould attempt to cure 
a Fever by exciting a Heat greater than 1s requir'd for the 
Purpoſe of Concoction, would be guilty of an Error equal 
to that of a Houſewife, who ſhould endeavour to antici- 
pate the Term of Incubation, by boiling her Eggs with 
a View of producing Chickens more expeditiouſly. {® 
Another, and that the moſt common Method of treat- 
ing Feyers, may properly be call'd the Eclectic, or rather 


trimming Method. In this the Perſon to whoſe Care the 


Patient is committed, bleeds, and perhaps repeats it more 
than once, or is bold enough to venture upon one or 
more Purges ; but at the ſame time he fruſtrates his own 
good Intentions, by repeating every three or four Hours 
nervous Cordials, and warm Sudorifics ; not conſidering 
that Sweats, which are not ſpontaneous, but extorted, 
generally prove ſy mptomatical and noxious, inſtead of be- 


ing critical and falutary. This is doing ſomething worſe 


than nothing ; for if Bleeding and Evacuations are right, 
heating 4 nervous Medicines, which are the reverſe, 
muſt neceſſarily be wrong, and vice ver/a. So that the 
good Effects which might be expected from either, are 
prevented by the oppoſite Treatment; and the Patient is 
at laſt oblig'd to purchaſe a very indifferent Chance for 
his Life, at the Expence of half his Skin torn off with 
Bliſters, with a Degree of Pain ſcarcely tolerable, unleſs 


he has the good Fortune to be out of his Senſes ; and even 


then 'tis impoſſible for any one who has not been delirious 
in a Fever, to conceive the Agonies that are felt. 8 5 
But, upon the whole, the infinite Perplexity and Un- 
certainty of Theories, and the precarious State of Prac- 
tice founded thereon, have induc'd the wiſeſt, the beſt, 
and the moſt honeſt Phyſicians in all Ages, to lament 
the Defects in their Profeſſion, and ardently wiſh for 
ſome Medicine, or ſome Method, which would anſwer 


their Purpoſes in the Treatment of Fevers with greater 


Certainty and Expedition. 


I ſhall now, therefore, give ſome Account of 4 Medi- | 


cine I have uſed, and the Methods I have purſued with 
uncommon Succeſs, for the Cure of the very worlt and moſt 
dangerous of theſe Diſtempers I have met with. - * if

they ſhould be found by future, as they have almoſt con. 
ſtantly by the paſt, Experience, to extirpate theſe terri. 
ble Diſorders, without Hazard, in a very few Days, 
but generally in a very few Hours, and in ſuch a Man. 
ner as to give the Patient very little Trouble, I ſhall 
think a Cure thus brought about, anſwers very well to 
the Rule of Celſus, when he tells us it ſhould be perform'd, 
zuto, celeriter, & jucunde ; ſafely, expeditiouſly, and 
agreeably. © 1 e 
In treating this Subject, I ſhall by no means enter 
into theoretical Diſquiſitions, but rather reſt the whole 


upon Experience, as of more Weight than all the Syſtems 


in the World. And as the Hiſtories of Caſes ſet Expe. 
rience in the ſtrongeſt Light, I ſhall relate ſome of a very 
extraordinary Nature, to the Truth of which I can bring 
ſufficient Teſtimony whenever I am call'd upon to do it. 
Mean time, as there may be ſome whoſe lucrative Views 
may tempt them to perſecute me, and the Method ] pro- 
poſe, with all the Detraction and Falſehood that may be 
expected from Seif-intereft and unprovok'd Revenge, 
theſe I ſhall adviſe to ſave themſelves a good deal of un- 
neceſſary Trouble; and, as Gamaliel ſaid to the Feb 
Magiſtrates upon a more important Occaſion, to /e it 
alone; for if it be of Men, it will come to nought, but if it 
be of God, ye cannot gverth: ow it. | 
The Caſe of Mrs. Morton. 
2 RS. Morton, of the Almonry, in the Pariſh of St, 
Is Margaret's, Weſtminſter, about twenty-ſeven Years 
of Ape, on or about the firſt of December 1741, was ſeiz d 
with a violent Fever, much reſembling one of which her 
Huſband died about ten Days before. Her Urine was 
crude, her Pulſe extremely quick, her Tongue much diſ- 
colour'd, and her Head was greatly diſorder'd from the 
flirſt, inſomuch that ſhe could get very little Sleep. Her 
Diſtemper continued till the 8th, perpetually increaſing 


and in the Evening of that Day, I found her abſolutely I 


inſenſible, comatoſe, and paralytic on the Right Side, 
the Arm and Leg being quite cold, and totally deprivd 
of Motion and Senſation, ſo far as we could perceive; 
and the Women about her turn'd her en her left Side, 
as they ſaid, to die, in conformity to a vulgar Error, im- 
porting. that no Body can die eaſily except lying on L

Left Side. That Night, about Twelve, I gave her half a 
Dram of the Powder, which is the Subject of this Treatiſe. 
In conſequence of this, ſhe ſeem'd in a little Time to be 
a good deal uneaſy, and ſweated profuſely till fix the 
next Morning, at which time ſhe recover'd her Senſes, 
her Arm and Leg became warm, and capable of being 

dvd ſpontaneouſly; her Tongue was much clear'd, her 
Pulſe began to be rais'd and leſs quick, and her Urine 
depoſited a copious equal Sediment. She continued mend- 
Ing gradually till the gth at Night, and then ſhe took 1 
another Powder, upon which ſhe ſlept very well all "v6 
Night, and ſweated as before, and in the Morning I found 1 
her ſo well, as to pronounce her abſolutely out of Dan- 
ger, without hazarding my Reputation by my Prognoſtic.

Reaſon to apprehend that they were cauſed by any kind 
of Malignity or Poiſon antecedent to, or coeval with, the 


Fever. And in conſequence of theſe Sentiments, I have 


ſeldom or never ſolicited their Protruſion by Sudorifics;- 
but inſtead of that, have almoſt always judged it more 


prudent to prevent them, by curing the Fever, before it 


arrived at that Stage, in which they generally appear. 
I don't know that the Name of Military Fever is at pre- 
ſent confin'd to. the Diſtemper above-mention'd ; but, ſo. 


far as I have been able to inform myſelf, this Name ſhould 


ſeem to extend to all Sorts of Fevers attended with a 
great Number of ſmall Eruptions, not yet diſtinguiſh 
by any particular Name. Theſe, tis true, freq 
occur in acute Diſeaſes, if the Patient 1s kept very w 


and takes many Cordials ; but they as often happen to "i 


thoſe who uſe much Exerciſe in hot Weather, or Who 
travel into hot Climates, without any Fever or Cardiacs. 
Hence I have been induc'd to eſteem them as the pure 
Effects of too intenſe Heat, and otherwiſe as independent 
of the Fever, and as little to be regarded in the Treat-" 
ment, as a long Beard, or a dirty Face, when ſhaving or 
waſhing have been neglected, in conſequence of an acute 
Diſorder. Of this, however, I will venture to be poſi- 
tive, that let the Phyſician but remove the Fever, and ei- 
ther no miliary Eruptions will be protrued ; or if they 
are, they will be ſo perfectly inoffenſive, as neither to 
deſerve any Notice, nor any particular Treatment. 

Upon the whole, I have many Reaſons to ſuſpect, that 
the frequent Miliary Fevers we hear of, are entirely the

which, Teeth for Example, it is not poſſible to remoye 
immediately by Medicine; but whatever be the Source, 
the E fects may be always moderated, or abſolutely taken 
away, by proper Doſes of the Powder, prudently repeat. 
ed. Three or four Grains may be given with Safety to x 
very young Child; and the ſecond Doſe ſhould be aug. 
mented, if the firſt has no ſenſible Operation; and the 
fame Caution ſhould be obſerv'd with reſpect to the third, 
if that ſhould be found neceſſary.

Tho' the Method of exhibiting this Medicine may be 
collected from the preceding Hiſtories of Caſes, yet!

Is 
If the Patient is of a ſtrong Conftitution, and full of 
Blood, it is prudent to take away Ten or Twelve Oun- 
ces, or more; or if coſtive, to give a common purgative 
Clyſter Though theſe are not always abſolutely necel- 
fary. Then let him take the Medicine, being firſt put to 
Fed, and let him be kept warm during the Operation. 
It may perhaps excite a Sickneſs or flight Vomiting; 
in which Caſe it is not neceſſary to drink plentifully, as 
in taking a common Vomit. It is ſufficient to drink a 
Cup of Gruel, or Barley- Water now and then, as the Pa: 
tient's Inclination directs him. It ſometimes excites 4 
Sweat, which is to be gently. promoted by drinking thin

: = . In Caſe the Head is very much affected, and - the Pati- 
ext is light-headed, inſenſible or convulſed, it will be pro- 
per to apply the Cataplaſms of Muſtard- Seed, c. men- 
tioned above, which muſt be renewed every fix or exght 
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Powder, it is proper to give a Clyſter betwixt each Doſe 
of the Powder, if more than one is neceffary, 
If it excites a Sickneſs, ſo as to be very troubleſome, or 


continue long, which very ſeldom happens, let the Pati- 
ent drink very plentifully of a Chicken Water made thus: 


Take a Chicken juſt killed, ſtrip it of the Feathers, together
